In this way we shalt 
increase the aggregates of our 
assessment rolls, and the onerons 
rates of taxation which now bare- 
ly suffice to carry on the locat 
governments, will afford reventtes 
to make great and much needed 
improvements. This view of the 
case must recommend itself to the 
common sense of all men of ex 
perience.
